called, became there Is no constitutional 

limitation upon the i)oriod of its dura- 
tion, opens at noon today. The leaders 
•Dd a large majority of the members of 
both hoiuea are here to partidpats in 
(1m optning ceremoDiea. and Pmident 
MoEinlej ium made the Journey to 
Washington from the bedside of his 
dying mother that his absence might 
not delay the national legislature at its 
assembling. The extra session robs the 
opening of the regular aenion of the 
•loitemeut and InlMrMl which nmallr 
attaohN to it. On the ere of a regular 
session ordiiuurily Washington thrills 
with excitement. The hotel lobbies 
surge with place hunters in the wuke 
of the various candidates for speaker, 
clerk, doorkeeper, etc., the members 
are itmggling for committee awdgn- 
menta, and the air is f xiU of ramora and 
plots and connterplots. Bat as the 
house was completely urf^'anized at tlie 
extra session and all the ooinmitteo 
aFsiKninonfi were made then, bcj-ond 
the uaturul btiniulus produced by the 
retnniing siateiiinen, the regular hang- 
ers-on of legislation and the outlining 
of aohemea by members of the "third 
honst" or lobby, Washington is tranqail. 

Th«) prog . !• in at the house is very wim- 
ple, i»nd bej'oud the speciaoular show 
which it ofiern to the curious, has in it- 
pelf little attraccion. The house will be 
called to order by the speaker, who, 
after the cliaplaiu'a iDvocation, will di- 
rect rhe clerk to call the roll. This hav- 
ing been aeeompli.shed and the presence 
of a quorum demonstrated, the clerks 
will be directed to notify the senate that 
the hon;« j is ready for business, and % 
committee will be appointed to wait on 
the president. After that there will be 
a recess to await the arrival of the pres- 
ident's annnal message, which will be 
read up-j-i Jts reception and be followed 
by an adjournnient until Tuesday This 
if the regular routine, and unless some- 
thing unforeseen occurs will not be de 
parted from. 

It is the intention of the house lead- 
ers to proceed with the businens of the 
session as rapidly as poH.sibie The 
committees will begin tlieir labors this 
week, and as all of them have more or 
less bills on hand which were intro- 
duced at the extra ses.sion, there will be 
no lack of material for the hou:<e to 
work on after the committee operations 
have begun. The appropriations com- 
mittee has been at work for 10 days and 
Chairman Cannon expects to pass at 
least two of the regular budgets before 
the holidiij's -the legislative, oxeciitivo 
and judicial and the pensions appropri- 
afon bills, line or the other of these 
bills, it is e.xpectod, will bo reported by 
Wednesday, and the end of the week 
promises to see the house down to busi- 
ness. 

Among the early general measures to 
receive consideration will be the bauk- 
raptoy bill. Whether it will be the 
Nelson bill, which passed the senate at 
the last session or a modification of the 
Torrey bill, depends on the temper of 
the judiciary committee, which will 
submit the measure to the house. 
Bcyt>nd doubt, there will be several 
resolutions of inquiry during the first 
week, which may be more or less sensa- 
tional, and some of the radical pro- 
Ouba members will attempt to get con- 
sideration from a Cuban resolanon be- 
fore the foreign affairs committee. 
Oongressnum Livingstone of Georgia is 
one of these. But owing to the nature 
of the house rules, all these hasty ef- 
forts will prove abortive, and they prob- 
ably will take their regular course. 

There will be nothing except indispo- 
sition upon the part of members to pre- 
vent the senate s entering promptly up- 
on its work upon convening, as there is 
a calendar ready made for It with abont 
800 bills reported from committees dar- 
ing the ipeoial session. 

With tne message read it will remain 
for the senate to decide whether it shall 
enter aerioosly apon the work of the 
session after today or begin a system of 
delay intended to throw all important 
questions over bcTond the Xhristmas 
noUdays. The indloatioBB are now for 
a little more activity than usual during 
the pre-holiday seanon. This is largely 
dne to the fact that the supporters of 
the administration and advocates of an- 
nexation are very anxious to secure the 
earliest possible consideration of the 
treaty with Hawaii. Benatcr Davis, 
chairman of the committee on foreign 
relations, announces his purpose of 
pressing annexation at the earliest pos- 
sible moment, bat It is probable that the 
matter will not be taMu up seriously 
until the committee gan have a meeting 
and decide upon detikils of prooeedure. 
The committee will be called togeth^ 
on Wednesday for this purpose. 
"^J One point which the committee will 
f. be called upon to decide is whether to 
proceed to ratify the treaty of annexa- 
tion or to annex the islands by resolu- 
tion. The annexationists have lost 
some votes during the vacation and 
there is now apprehension that the two- 
thirds vote ueoessary to assure the rati- 
floatiou can not be secured. No satis- 
factory oanvas is possible until all the 
Bsuators ivrrive, and if it is then made 
manifest that the ueoessanr two-thirds 
vote can nof be secured, it is likely .^hat 



the proceeding by means of resolution, 
which would require only a majority 
vote, will be inaugurated. Some mem- 
bers of the foreign relations committee 
who favor annexation advocate this 
course, because they say they see no 
reason for traversing the same ground 
twice, as they would be compelled to do 
in case the matter should be first con- 
sidered in executive session, fail there, 
and then be taken up in the form of a 
resolution in open senate and house. 

The immigration bill, for which Sen- 
ator Lodge stands sponsor, is practically 
at the head of the senate legislative 
calendar, and will be considered early 
in the session. Senator Lodge has re- 
peated bis intention of pressing the 
bill, but he will not antagonize the 
Hawaiian treaty with it. The first bill 
on the calendar is Senator Obar's 
uieatmre providing for the adjustment 
of the Pacific railroad debt, but the sale 
of the Unicsi Pacific doubtless will have 
the effect of causing the temporary 
withdrawal of this bill and the sabstitUF 
tion of others. Of the 800 bills on MM 
calendar about 900 are prirata pnsioii 
bills, and all of theaa nrobably wUl be 
disposed of at one sitnng when taken 
up. There are also several hundred 
recess appdnCments to be considered in 
executlTe session. 

It Is not probable that much will be 
doneintha war of legialation during 
the present week. There will be an ad- 
journment today after receiving the 
message, and as there is no dispMition 
to press the Hawaiian matter until the 
f onaign relations committee agrees upon 
a line of action, the indications now are 
that it will not be taken np ia the sen- 
ate before next week.

WRECK O F TWOLL EY CARS. 

Three I'craonft KUhiJ mix! a N'liinbor In- 
i-.'-Mfa Jiired Na>r Detroit. 

Detroit, Dec. 6.— Twosuburbanoars. 
oarrjring 20 passengers and mnnibg at a 
speed of 96 miles an hour, collided on 
the Detroit and Oakland Electric rail- 
road at 1 o'clock Saturday afternoon. 
The resnlt was that three men were in- 
stantly killed and a score of persons in- 
jured, 10 of them serionsly. 

The dead are : 

John Savage, superintendent of tho 
road. 

Oharles L. Whitehead, motorman. 
.Tohn Kelly of Detroit, book agent. 

Tho injured are : 

Frank McHugh. motorman, leg broken 
and internally injured. 

Louis Haniock, serioasly bndsed and 
internally injured. 

Mrs. John Doty of Fontiac, two ribs 
broken and otherwise injured. 

Aged mother of Mrs. John Doty of 
Pontiac, badly crushed and leg broken. 

John F. Madden of Leonard, legs and 
arms badly bruised. 

Peter Hcmpcl of Detroit, hde ont in 
log and face cut. 

Mrs. p:. H. Smith of Detroit, legs and 
face badly bruised. 

Warner Goodale of Lapeer, sererely 
bruised. 

Mrs Warner Croodale, face oat and 

body badly bruised. 

A. E. Robertson of Walnut. Oakland 
county, leg badly cut, hand crushed and 
shoulder bruised. 

John Kiegel of Pontiao, compound 
fracture of eg.

The collis-.on came near a gravoi pit 
about midway between Pontiao and 
Birmingham, at the toot of two steep 
grades, down which the fated cars ran 
at full speed. The impact was terrible. 
The cars were driven half throngh each 
other and crushed to pieces. 

The company officials are Investigat- 
ing as to the responsibility of the dis- 
aster. 

The Detroit, Birmingham and Pontiao 
road is a separate suburban enterprise. 
Its oars enter the dty over the Wood- 
ward avanoe street oar line. 



RACE BETWE EN STEA M AND FIRE. 

Twelve Men Nanrowly Kseape Death on 

Ijkks Mlehis;»n. 

CnicAao, Dec. (I. — Twelve men, eom- 
po.suig the crew of the steamer George 
W. Morely, had a race with death on 
Lake Michigan yesterday evening. Fire 
broke out in:the hold of the vessel, 
seven miles off Evanston. All steam 
was crowded on, the safety valves were 
tied d()\vn, and with the men working 
like ti-ojaiiK in the blinding smoke, the 
run for shore commenced. As the 
flames burst through the cabin land 
was reached and the crew was saved. 

The Morely was bound from Milwau- 
kee to Chicago without a cargo. Seven 
miles off Evanston the explosion of a 
lantern in the holds started the blaze. 
Tho crew was turned into a fire brig- 
ade, but the flames, it was soon seen, 
were beyond control and the race be- 
tween steam and fire was ordered. The 
bow of the boat was pointed toward 
Evanston under full head of steam. 
Meantime the crew kept up a steady 
stream of water into the hold. But the 
fire gained rapidly. The stokers, almost 
smothered by smoke, piled on coal and 
tied down the safety valves. Just as 
the crew were becoming discouraged 
with the unequal battle the keel tenoned 
ground. Life savers took off the almost 
Bxhansted crew. A moment later the 
flames burst ont of the cabin and soon 
destroyed the upper works 



People of Ppencer Threaten to Lynch 
Ulm, Hot No Serious Effort Wm Made 
to Carry Oat the ThrMt— Tho HkiicInK 
Will Ukolj Com* oa AmmMug to the 
Provlooa Procram. 

Spencer, W. Va., Dec. 6.— John Mor- 
gan, the murderer of the Green family 
Ui Jackson county, who escaped tnm 
Jail at Bipley Friday morning, was cap- 
tured at Walton, a small town 13 miles 
from here, about an liour before dark 
Saturday evening. The capture was 
made by John R. Camp, a constable of 
Jackson county, who had been hot on 
the trail of the prisoner for the past lo 
hours. 

When Morgan first caught site of 

Camp he started to run, but at com- 
mand of Camp to halt he obeved. 
Morgan trembled like a leaf as Camp 
approached him, and was as meek as a 
lamb while a search of his person was 
being made. Morgan had no firearms 
j of any description nor anything el.-e 
, about him save about one day's pro- 
l visions, an extra shirt, pair of panta- 
, louns, and |7 in money. Morgan plead- 
ed with the ofiioer to protect him in 
case of violence on the port of citizens. 

Camp at once went to a livery stable, 
and, after summoning fotir strong men 
as guards, secured a surrey, and the 
prisoner and five other men departed at 
once for this city. At Walton but few 
people were aware tliat Morgan had 
I been captured until oljicials had started 
, with him for this place. As soon as a 
telephone message was received here 
telling of Morgan a capture, tho news 
Hpread like wildiiri', and in ii thau 
half an hour hundred.^ of excited per- 
sons were rnniiing about the streets all 
eager for information concerning the 
capt'ire, and especially as to whether or 
not any one had been killed, us a large 
number of Spenoer inhabitants were 
assisting in the search. 

The crowds continued to grow larger 
upon the streets, notwitliKtanding tlie 
fact that rain was coming down in tor- 
rents At a way point, fix miles, out, a 
teleplione message was reci-ived at 7 
0 clock that the prisoner and party had 
passed there bound for i^pencor, and 
thai they would arrive here by 8 o'clock. 
The fact that he wat to be brought to 
thii town caused still greatei excite- 
ment and 80(<u peopU began ooni^re' 
gatino in groups, and lynching talk 
was heard on every hand 
The mayor and several other officials 
ou'^e began pleading with the in- 
'urated oitizeni to let ths law take its 
'uurse, at the man had scarcely two 
week* tc iivs anyway This allayed 
excitement to a great extent, but it was 
deemed best by the officials of Spencer 
tc make an effort tc head off Constable 
Camp and his party, and guard the 
{-riicner in the woods oatsids Of town 
Qiitil daybreak 

Camp was met two mile.s ont of town, 
but he would not submit to their re- 
(inest. and said in a determined tone 
that John Mnrgan would sleep in Spen- 
cer jail that night, and that if an at- 
tempt was made to lynch him. that he 
himself would die protecting him. Tho 
carriage with its oocup.Hiits then pro- 
ceeded on the journey here, but on 
reaching a point within a half mile of 
the city limiit" all occupants left tlio 
vi hicle. and the prisoner wa.-; taken a 
circuitous route through open fields and 
the party entered the city ulnio.-^t unde- 
tected. 

When within half a square of tlic 
county jail Morgan was detected, and 
word was at once passed along tiie hue 
of excited citizens. The five guards, as 
well as sevwiil Spenoer officials, com- 
pletely stirrounded the prisoner as ho 
walked throngh the streets, all carrying 
firearms of large caliber. Many citizens 
cried: "There goes the villain I" 
"Lvnchhim!" "Hang him tonight!" 
"Hang him now !°' 

No time was lost in rui^hing the 
prisoner into the jail, and when the 
massive iron dooi swung to, a feeling of 
relief was plainly visible on the face of 
Morgan, as well as all the officers who 
had him in charge. The jail is strongly 
guarded, and if any effort is made t» 
lynch hira or do other violence, great 
bloodshed will be the outcome. No one 
is allowed within tiO yards of the jail at 
night save guards. 

As yet Morgan refuses to talk about 
his escape from Ripley jail or tell any- 
thing of his travels since that time. 

WILLIA M BLAKE DEAD. 

Wont West With Fromoat and Planted 

Old OIor7 OB Pike't Feak. 

Pomona, Cal., Dec. 6. — William 
Blake, the first white settler in what is 
now Pomona county, is dead. He was 
bom in New York dty and was a 
member of the troops that wera with 
Premonton his first expedition across 
tho plains. He assisted as lieutenant in 
the United States army in planting the 
stars and stripes first on Pike's I'oak. 

He came to California with Fremont 
in 1847, and was a participant in tho 
struggle about Monterey and Santa 
Cruz that w rented California from Mex- 
ico. He bore dispatches from General 
Fremont to Commodore Sloat in nego- 
tiations for the transfer of the state 
from the Mexisatt to the United States 
government.

i Hatuilton at > ewton. In ISTl he re- 
moved to i'aterson, where lie entered 
tho otTico of tho late Socrati s Tnltle. 
He was admitted to the bar that year, 
and together witli Mr. Tuttlo formed 
the linn of Tuttle Se Briggs. A few 
yearn later he Opened an office on his 
own account. 

He was elected to the New .Tersey 
assembly in IHlo, and was re-elH^ted 
two years later. In the latter year the 
house was equally divided, and he bo- 
came leader on the Ilenublican side, 
this brouslit him forward. He was re- 
nominated fcr another term, but was 
defeated. Ho was elected counsel for 
the board of free holders of Paspaic 
county and city counsel of Paterson, 
which office hs held until 1RS2. wheu 
he was elected to the state senate. He 
was re-elected state senator and became 
president of the senate in 188fi. He 
was delegate-at-large to the Republican 
national convention in 1888. In 18!)6 
(lovernor Werts of New Jersey offered 
Mr (iriggs a place on the supreme court 
bench of that state, which Griggs de- 
clined to accept. Next year he was 
elected governor of New Jersey. 

His wife was Miss L. Elizabeth Trico 
of Cleveland. He has two sons and 
four daughters.

Canton, O., Dec. 6. — Mother McKin- 
ley is still alive. Her condition has 
continued one of steadily wasting away, 
the constitntion growing weaker hour- 
ly ander the assault of the disease. 
The family are watching by the bed- 
side, prepared for the end at any mo- 
ment. 

There is still a possibility that she 
may survive several d;iy,s, or even long- 
er, but those wlio have been at the bed- 
side most constantly have the least hope 
of such a result. They have seen the 
patient weaken so steadily that they 
can not hope that she will much longer 
enduro. 

Coinmnnication was established with 
the White House as soon as the presi- 
dent arrived there yesterday, and a 
telegraph wire i.s constantly open to 
Washington to advise the president of 
every occurrence in the sick room. Be- 
sides this ho has several times talked 
with his brother Abuer by telephone. 

Dr. Phillips, the attending physician, 
said he could report nothing particularly 
new. There had been no notable change 
in the patient. She had continued to 
grow weaker in the same manner, at 
about the same rate as during the past 
few days. He was satisfied that this 
condition wtmld prevail to the end. He 
said : "The case is one in which we 
must be prepared for the end at anv 
moment. When the end comes it will 
merely bo the passing out of the coma- 
tose condition in which she now rests 
to the sleep of death. There will be no 
rally, no more consdous periods, no 
tiual struggle. ' ' 

The patient has taken no nourish- 
ment since Thursday. It can not be ad- 
ministered by ordinary methods, and 
the case is one In which heroic methods 
of administering food are not regarded 
justifiable They could not restore 
nealth. would be distressing and annoy> 
leg, and might hasten the end.

The president. Mrs. MoKinley and a 
party of half a dcsen dose friends and 
relatives will leave Washington at 
7 :20 o'clock, occupyiuc: a speciil car at- 
tached to the regMar Pennsylvania 
railroad train, and arriving in Canton 
about 10 o'clock Tuesday morning. 

BIQ STRI KE TH REATFNED. 

Plate Oloss PlaaU iinvins Troabl* With 
Tholr Uiuplojros. 

Andbrson, Ind.. Dec. 8.— State labor 
commissioners have been summoned to 
take charge of the Pittsburg plate glass 
plants at Elwood. Two hundred polish- 
ers and grinders are out, and it is 
feared the strike will close all of tha 
company's plants, nine in number. 
The company has attempted to put new 
working roles into effect at all tha 
plants and the workers protest. 

Unless the labor commissioners are 
able to bring about an early settlement, 
it looks as if all the workers at Elwood. 
BOO in number, would walk out this 
week and call out the 7,000 in tho othar 
plants belonging to tho company.

He did m good 
job la fhe making toa When he be- 
came of ape, he bouj^lit n fnnn for 
$6,000, paying $2,000 cash. The rust 
was covered by mortgage. Bay worked 
oat of that mortgage when hnndreds of 
farmers north and sonth were losing 
thi'ir lands and going into banknipt<-y. 
By sheer grit and indnstry, with shrewd 
management, he got out of debt 

In the buBiiH'sfl of ngricnlturc and 
that alone, mainly cotton raising, he 
beoame ariohaaan. Last year he aoM 
$80,000 worth of rnttnn. His lahorors 
are black. He does nut find them cither 
luj or dronken. A negro and a mole 
go together, and with this combination 
Mr. Bay makes his fanning pay. He 
raises 25 acres of cotton for every male. 
His laborers are sommoned to and from 
work by a big bell, and they most ad* 
swer it to the niimito. As puiirtual to 
time and as faithful to hours m factory 
worit people are the laborers on Bay's 
farm, and ho roquiros them to be bo. It 
is the only way to bo sticcessfal, ho 
saya After a tour of the farm be invit- 
ed the correspondent, Mr. P. J. Moran, 
to dine with him at a table on which 
every article of food except the ikltwai 
raised on the farm itself. 

The other model ftirm is described by 
Mr. Edwin R. Sharpn. The iii(in"y th:it 
went into it origiunliy was acquired in 
trade, but that makes it none the less 
self snstaiuiug and snccossfnl now. It 
is near (Jarrollton, Ga., and is devoted 
mainly to stuck raising and dairying, 
although there are on the farm a grist- 
mill that pays the owner $1, 200 a year 
and 2,000 fruit trees. The owner of tlio 
form, Mr. Joseph Kiugsbery, has been 
able to refute the notion that Jersey 
cows will IK it thrive in the south. He 
has a fine herd (jf registered J«;rsey8, 
also a large number of blooded horses 
and Ewinu. The equine spixiialty of this 
beautiful place is fine driving horses, 
for which there is always a market. 
The father of the present owner bought 
the farm in 1897, riding to visit it npon 
a Morgan horse thiit traveled 00 miles a 
day. It is a pity there is nut more of 
this game Morgan blo6d among horse 
stock of the resent day. The fine old 
Morgan's descendants are on the Kings 
beiy fRna to this day.
